RATE INCREASES 
ARE SUSTAINED. 


Supreme Court Upholds Rail 
and Wire Tariffs. 


War Powers Make Covern 
ment Supreme. Opinion. 


State Commission Says Deci- 
sions are Final. 


{BY A F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 2. — In- 
creased railroad, telephone and tele- 
graph rates ordered by the Railroad 
Administration and by the Postmas- 
ter-General, respectively, were sus- 
tained today by the Supreme Court, 
which held the war power conferred 
by Congress upon the President in- 
cluded sweeping control over the rail- 
road and wire systems with “su- 
preme and conclusive” authority to 
fix intrastate rates. 

These questions were decided in 
two opinoins rendered by Chief Jus- 
tice White, the one relative to the 
railroad rates being unanimous, 
while Justice Brandeis diasented in 
the telephone and telegraph deci- 
sion, but without rendering a sepa- 
rate opinion. The opinions affect lit- 
igation which has been instituted in 
about forty States and which in- 
volved the validity of both rate or- 
ders. 

As a result of the decision, Injunc- 
tions restraining the Director-Gen- 
eral of Railroads from enforcing an 
order increasing freight and passen- 
ger rates in North Dakota were dis- 
solved. The court also upheld the 
dismissal of proceedings brought by 
Massachusetts authorities to prevent 
intrastate telephone rates in that 
State being increased, and set aside 
injunctions preventing advance of 
telephone rates in South Dakota and 
telegraph rates in Illino'ts. In addi- 
tion, the court dismissed an original 
suit brought by the State of Kansas 
against the Postmaster-General seek- 
ing to have the rates prescribed by 
him in that State declared unreason- 
able and to prevent them from being 
made effective. 

SWEEPING POWERS. 


In deciding the cases 
held the resolutions under which 
the government took over control of 
these utilities with the President's 
proclamations and the Railroad Con- 
trol Act, gave the United States 
“complete possession and control” 
under the war powers and that Con- 
gress had a right to confer these 
powers upon the President. 

“No elaboration,” Chief Justice 
White said in rendering the rallroad 
opinion, “could make clearer than 
does the act of Congress of 1916, the 
proclamation of the President exert- 
ing the powers given, and the act of 
1918 dealing with the situation cre- 
ated by the exercise of such author- 
ity, that no divided, but a complete

“Conclusive as are these infer- 
ences, they are superfluous, since 
the portion of Section 10 in express 
terms confers the complete and un- 
divided powers to fix rates. 

“A brief consideration of the con- 
tions relied upon to the contrary,” 
the opinion added, “will at once 
show the mistaken premises upon 
which they rest.

Red Cross Worker in Convalescent 
Hospital Dies in France. 


Giving her life to the service of 
her country Miss Pauline Hildreth 
Field, only child of Mrs. William 
Hildreth eld of 1934 Franklin 
Circle, Holiywood, is dead in 
Savenay, the big American con- 
valescent hospital near St. Nazaire 
according to news received by her 
mother yesterday from the War De- 
partment. 

Miss Field, who formerly lived in 
New York and Landsdowne, Pa., 
came to Hollywood with her mother 
about four years ago. She en a 
in the Red Cross service last Jyly 
and was assigned to the hospital 
recreation service. She was first 
sent to Allery, France. and after 
four months there spent six weeks 
at Toul and then was assigned to 
Savenay. Her mother recently re- 
ceived a letter from Red Cross of- 
ficials at Paris stating that they con- 
sidered Miss Field one of their most 
efficient workers. She spoke French 
fluently. could drive a motor car 
and had traveled much 80 that she 
was very useful. 

Her death was entirely unex- 
pected as in a letter received from 
her yesterday and dated May 14 
she said she was verv happy in her 
work and hoped to be able to sail 
for home in six weeks. 


PROMINENT VENTURA 
_ PIONEER PASSES. 


WAS DESCENDANT OF OLD 
SPANISH FAMILY AND DE- 
VELOPED A NOTED RANCH. 


Joventino J. del Valle. a pioneer 
of Ventura county, died at Camulos 
ranch yesterday. Funeral services 
will be conducted tomorrow morn- 
ing at the residence of his sister, 
Mre. Josefa del V. de Forster. 
2201 South Grand avenue, this city, 
at 8:30 o’clock, and at St. Vincent's 
Church, at 9 o'clock. 

Joventino del Valle was 78 years 
of age when death claimed him. He 
had resided on Camulos ranch con- 
tinuously for fifty-seven years. He 
was ized as one of the earliest 
pioneers and upbuilders of Ventura 
county. He and his brothers took 
Camulos ranch when it was a raw 
and unbroken mesa, converting it 
into one of the finest pieces of ranch 
property in that section of the 
State. 

He wag born in Santa Barbara, 
March 9%, 1841, the gon of Ygnacio 
del Valle. He married at 21 and 
took his bride, Susana Avila, to 
Camulos, where they found their life 
work. The surviving relatives 1 
the widow, three daughters, 
Walter B. Cram, Mra. J. R. Kirby 
and Miss Rosa del Valle: two sis- 
ters, Mrs. Josefa del V. de Forster 
and Mrs. Yeabel del V. de Cram, 
both of this city; three brothers, 
Hon. R. F. del Valle, a member of 
the Public Service Commission; 
Ulpiano del Valle and Ygnacio del 
Valle, also of this city, and the fol- 
lowing grandchildren: Ynez Kirby, 
Carlos Cram, and Bernard, Mar- 
garet and Carmen del Valle.

WARD COMPLETION WHEN 
REVOLUTION BROKE OUT,

MONTEREY (Mex.) June 3.— 
According to announcement by the 
Department of Communications and 
Public Works of the Mexigan gov- 
ernment the Kansas City, Mexico 
and Orient Railroad system in this 
country is to be greatly extended 
just as soon as provisions can be 
made by the company for resuming 
construction work. At the time 
the revolutionary period began 
nearly nine years ago, the main 
line of the Kansas City. Mexico and 
Orient was getting well along to- 
ward completion. Two unfinished 
gaps in Mexico and a fifty-mile 
stretch of country in Texas are all 
that are lacking to make the Une 
complete between Kansas City, Mo., 
and the port of Topolobampo, on the 
Pacific Coast.

From Chi- 
huahua the track of the Mexico 
Northwestern is used as far as 
Sanchez. The next division is from 
Ojo del Buey to Los Hornillos, Then 
follows another unfinished gap to 
Fuerte. From Fuerte to Topolo- 
bampo the road has been in regu- 
lar operation for several years.

should be based upon these three 
principles:

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The re- 
moval from office of Frederick C. 
Howe, Commissioner of Immigration 
at Ellis Island, has been demanded 
by Senator King of Utah, Democrat, 
on the ground that Commissioner 
Howe presided at the soviet meet- 
ing at Madison Square Garden last 
week. Senator King, who is a mem- 
ber of the Overman subcommittee 
which investigated Bolshevism last 
winter, communicated his demand 
‘directly to Anthony Caminetti, the 
Commissioner-Gen. of Immigration 
but was told that Mr. Caminetti had 
no power to remove Mr. Howe, who 
is a presidential appointee. The 
Senator is now awaiting develop- 
ments but said today that if Mr. 
Howe was not removed from office a 
resolution ins‘«ting on his removal 
and investigating P's conduct would 
be introduced in the Senate. 

Other members of the Overman 
subcommittee which was a sub-di- 
vision of the Senate Judiciary Com- 


mit expressed indignation today 
that Mr. Howe should have presided 
at the meeting. Senator Nelson of 


Minnesota said: 

“If the meeting was of the char-

And if there ts any hint of 
Bolshevism at Ellis Island, through 
which the immigrants of the world 
pour into the United States, it must 
be wiped out.”

WAISH AND DUNNE ADDRESS A 
LETTER TO WILSON ASKING 


HIS INFLUENCE. 
(EXCLAMIVE DISPATCH.! 
PARIS. June 1 (delayed.)— 


Messrs. Walsh and Dunne, as mem- 
bers of the committee appointed by 
the Irish race convention held in 
Philadelphia in February, who are 
now here, have abandoned the effort 
to obtain a safe conduct from Ire- 
land to France for Prof. De Valera, 
Griffiths and Plunkett, the delegates 
of the convention of the Irish re- 
public, in order that they may pre- 
sent Ireland's claims to independence 
to the Peace Conference. In a let- 
ter to President Wilson, Walsh and 
Dunne say their information is that 
the British government has defi- 
nitely dented a safe conduct to the 
Irish republic delegation.

HARBOR DIVIDEND. 

Los Angeles is getting returns from 
its harbor investment in steadilydncreasing 
amounts. Directly from land leases, docks 
and warehouses a large amount of cash -is 
received yearly. More important still is 
the big part the harbor is playing in build- 
ing up big industries, increasing pay rolls 
and creating wealth. 

A handsome harbor dividend, one that 
has alroady begun to pay, is that accruing 
from the newly-established transoceanic 
trade with the Orient. Two great steel 
cargo carriers have already sailed from this 
port to the Orient—forerunners of count- 
less other ships that will carry American 
goods from this port to oriental ports and 
bring back rubber, tin and other commodi- 
ties, thus building up a great maritime 
trade and definitely establishing Los Ange- 
less as a World port of magnitude. This 
great business is being handled by a Los 
Angeles company, the los Angeles Pacific 
Navigation Company, and the ships thus 
far sent and others scheduled to go are the 
products of Los Angeles shipyards. | 

An accurate estimate of the amount of 
business that these ships will give to Los 
Angeles can be obtained from the figures 
on the loading and sailing of the West 
Cajoot, an 8800-ton steel ship that cleared 
May 17 last. The West Cajoot paid $4596.- 
38 for dock labor, $10,774.13 for supplies 
such as dry goods, provisions, wearing ap- 
parel and fixtures, $20,278 for bunkers and 
water and $125 to the city for dockage. Thus 
the total for the usual and regular run of 
purchases for a vessel of this kind on the 
Orient run is more than $35,000. — 

With twenty-four saflings a year, the 
number expected, the value annually to la- 
bor at the port will be $170,313. Purchases 
from merchants on the basis of an average 
division among thirty-nine firms will 
amount to $268,579 and $486,672. This busi- 
ness and $180,000 estimated from bunker- 
ing passing ships is considerably in excess 
of $1,000,000. 

There are several reasons why offshore 
shipping from this port is important. Los 
Angeles can handle trans-Pacific trade and 
shipping for less cost than is possible at 
any other Pacific Coast port. It has been 
done by the Los Angeles Pacific Navigation 
Company here, even though the highest of 
Pacific Coast labor rates were paid. Off- 
shore shipping gives a big advantage to the 
commercial and agricultural interests of 
Southern California and is the medium by 
which local industries will be ahead of local 
Srowth because it gives the opportunity to 
trade abroad on terms of competitive equal- 
ity not possible if another port must be 
used 


ail. 


The port of Los Angeles has every ad- 
Vantage that other ports offer and many 
that others lack. It is as near to shippers 
in St. Louis, Pittsburgh and other eastern 
cities to ship goods via Los Angeles to Ma- 
nila. Southern California has three impor- 
tant items of large export tonnage; cotton, 
oil and chemicals. These are in demand at 
oriental ports now in direct trade commu- 
nication. with this port, while rubber and 
other commodities available in the Orient 
are needed here.

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CHINA AND JAPAN. 


The Japanese View of the Shang- 
tung Question.

The Shantung chestnut at Ver- 
sailles cracked louder than we an- 
ticipated. And many of the press 
are still enjoying the sport of pok- 
ing the ashes after the shells were 
burst. But any student of history 
and temperament of the Chinese and 
Japanese expected no other solution 
than that which has been found. 


Fiume and Shantung were often 


mentioned as analogous. There is a 
tremendous difference. Italy want- 
ed Fiume for her permanent posses- 
sion. Japan wanted Shantung to 
fulfill her part of the agreement; 
to restore it to China, not by the A 
lies, but by herself. “What differ- 
ence is there,” someone will ask, 
“whether the Allies return it to Chi- 
na or Japan?” The answer, “No dif- 
ference except in honor.” Japan 
views honor as of utmost impor- 


To describe minutely how Ger- 
many robbed China of this prize pe- 
ninsula, her most populated district, 
as redress’ for the murder of two

Technically speaking 
there are two flaws in this docu- 
ment that allow Japan to make a 
very strict interpretation. First, 
Germany did not comply with the 
Japanese demand, hence the validity 
of Japan’s offer is thereby terminat- 
ed. Second, Japan did not say when 
Kiao-Chow was to be restored to 
China, even if the first ground I have 
just mentioned held true. All she 
did declare was that she looked to 
“eventual” restoration to China. 

If the Peace Conference had met 
In 1914, when Japan made these dec 
Jarations, she would not have been 
the only nation among the Allies 
that included these arguments in 
their international logic. In fact, 
they were encouraging Japan to take 
such a stand, for they were longer 
accustomed to such practices than 
the newly-awakened nation of the 


| East. This contention was further 


supported by the international agree- 
ments and treaties. China agreed 


with Japan on April 26, 1915, as fol- 


lows: 

The Chinese government engages 
to give full assent to all matters up- 
on which the Japanese government 
may hereafter agree with the Ger- 
man government relating to dispo- 
sition of all rights, interests and 
concessions which Germany, by vir- 
tue of treaties or otherwise, pos- 
sesses in relation to the province of 
Shantung.” 

China pleads the invalidity of this 


treaty on the ground that it was 


concluded under pressure from To- 
kio. ‘Some of the points of the so- 
ealled twenty-five demands find am- 
ple justification, although some of 
them do not, but none of them is a 
new invention of Japan. By this we 
are nat in any sense. justifying Jap- 
an's demands. But the treaty is 
now signed. And if China is plead- 
ing before the world its invalidity 
there are two consequences of great 
importascé. We cannot trust Chi- 
na as a signatory in future trea- 
les. No stronger power can 
make a treaty with a weaker nation 
if such a plea can be made a ground 
for invalidation unless the League 
of Nations is in working order. 
Then and then alone the question as 
to whether a nation was compelled 
to sign a treaty under pressure or no 
covld be investigated. 

But why base our arguments on 
something which we do not as yet 
possess? Therefore, if China now 
proposes to evade her treaty respon- 
sibility she does it at the expense 
of her national honor. And Japan 
does not prescribe for such a course 
for her own. 

Then there are thoge who say that 
the Japanese agreements with Euro- 
pean governments were secret trea- 
ties, hence they are vold. We heart- 
fly indorse a platform of open d. 
plomacy and agreements. But who 
should be foolish enough ‘to publish 
every international transaction dur. 
ing war time? Simply because this 
country has decided to follow open 
diplomacy she expected all other na- 
tions to do likewise. She is‘ at- 
tempting to ‘set an international 
precedent by making her own policy 
international authority. 

However, Japan is not 
these epoch-making events with two- 
by-four legalism or logic. She still 
feels that she is duly bound to re- 
turn Shantung to China. But in or- 
der to do so she must first become 
the real possessor of the German 
rights in the province. If the Allies 
were to compel Japan to return the 
territory to China now or force her 
promise that she will return it, she 
feels it a great reflection upon her 
integrity and national honor, partic- 
ularly when she has declared more 
— once that such was her inten- 

n. 

Every great nation or Europe now 
recognizes Japan's paramount posi- 
tion in the Far Bast. In 1917 the 
United States openly came to share 
the same view with the Ishil-Lan- 
sing agreement. The Shantung 
question, was to be the test of the 
spirit in which these nations viewed 
and made the Far Eastern agree- 
ments.

|ONLY SORRY HE 
DIDN'T KILL HIM 


Collins Says He Studied Out 


Wife Given to Rival is in 
Serious Condition. 
Lawyer, Notary Admit They 
Knew Contract Useless. 


Declaring that his only regret is 
that he did not kill Joseph D. Batch- 
elder, Charles I. Collins is unre- 
pentant at the City Jail. Crying 
most of the time for the lost love 
of his wife, Collins insists that he 
only acted as any man would in 
a like situation. Mr. Batchelder, ts 
in the hospital hovering between 
life and death, as a result of A ul- 
let wound in his abdomen, inflicted 
by Collins. 
there is little chance of the injured 
man recovering. 


Mr. Batchelder was shot by Col- 
lins Sunday night at the corner of 
West Adams street and Vermont 
avenue, just a few hours after the 
two men had entered into a strange 
contract regarding Mrs. Collins, wife 
of the prisoner. 

The document, which, the police 
say, is the strangest they have hearé 
of in this city, was drawn up by 
Joseph H. Poole, an attorney, and 
was acknowledged by Harry C. Me- 
Nutt, a notary. Mr. Poole and the 
notary declare they knew the con- 
tract was useless, and were parties 
to it for the sole purpose of sooth- 
ing Collins, who seemed to be in a 
highly nervous condition. 


MAPS OUT SHOOTING. 


At the City Jail Collins declared 
the incidents which led up to the 
shooting were all studied out by him, 
said he was justified in his action, 
and did it all with the hope of win- 
ning back the love of his wife, Mrs. 
Maud Lillian Collins. 

The contract which the two men 
entered into provided that Collins 
relinquished all claim to his wife, 
and Mr. Batchelder assumed the re- 
i#ponsibility of her expenses during 
the remainder of her natural life 

One of the provisions of the con- 
tract was that Collins was to leave 
his wife alone, and never see her 
again, or bother her. 

The contract was drawn up yes- 
terday afternoon, and a few hours 
later Mr. Batchelder and Mrs. Col- 
ling were out riding in Mr. Batchel- 
der’s automobile, and Collins shot 
Batchelder in the presence of a 
police officer. 

The officer immediately disarmed 
Collins and took him to the Police 
Station, while Mr. Batchelder was 
rushed to the Emergency Hospital. 
Mr. Batchelder is a married man, 
according to Collins, and _ resides 
with his wife and three children, 
one of whom is said to be an in- 
fant less than a year old, at 1001 
Park View avenue. Batchelder has 
been married once before, Collins 
deciares, and has a divorced wife 
living in Denver or some other east- 
ern city. 

All efforts to see Mrs. Batchelder 
yesterday were unavailing. Inquiry 
at the Park View address disclosed 
the fact that she was not at home. 
A brother of Batchelder, William J. 
Batchelder, who resides at 2329 
South Gramercy place, could not be 


were told both Mr. Batchelder and 
his wife, Mrs. Maud Batchelder, 
were out. 

CAME FROM COLORADO, 


Collins and his wife came here 
from Colorado last July, it was re- 
ported to the police, and Mrs Col- 


at one of the beach resorts through 
a mutual friend. From that time, 
Collins declares, he began to see that 
ae wee losing the affections of his 
wife. 

“This is what hurt me,” Collins 
said yesterday at the City Jail. “All 
I wanted was to make my wife hap- 
py. We had been married for six- 
teen years, and had a daughter, and 
as I saw my wife alipping from me, 
I tried to do all I could to keep her. 
I thought of many different ways, 
and finally decided, ‘after she had 
told me that she did not care for 
me any more, and loved only Mr. 
Batchelder, to draw up this agree- 
ment between Batchelder and my- 
self, which would insure my wife 
being taken care of.“ 

Mrs. Collins is sick, according to 
a statement of her husband. He de- 
clared she is “off physically and 
mentally.” Mr. Collins and his wife 
were married at Lockport, Ind., 
January 5, 1903, and lived in Colo- 
rado several years, 

Mrs.» Collins was interrogated by 
the police yesterday. According to 
the police, she said her husband 
was always jealous and always car- 
ried a gun, and had threatened to 
kill Mr. Batchelder. She is under 
the care of two physicians and her 
condition is reported serioua. 

Mr. Batchelder, though too weak 


he and Collins were serious when 
they entered into the contract. He 
insisted that he intended ‘to take 
care of Mrs. Collins, and did not 
plan to her any harm. He says when 
he gets well and is able to explain 
his side of the case he will be jus- 
tified for his share in the transac- 
tion.
